Does the Austin Case make You 
want to Retreat to the Closet?

I didn't get to see the headlines the day that 
they ran; but, when I heard about them and later 
read them for myself, I knew how every gay or 
lesbian person in the Lehigh Valley felt when they 
saw them. "Gay porn videos, magazines 
confiscated at Austin home" screamed the front 
page of the Morning Call's local section, while The 
Express-Times' front page headline read, "Gay 
porn seized from Austin's home." Anger and the 
desire to utter countless expletives filled gays and 
lesbians as they read these headlines. Each of us 
was asking ourselves, "Why did he have to be 
gay?" 

James Austin, a financial analyst was charged 
with criminal homicide, aggravated assault, 
endangering the welfare of a child and reckless 
endangerment of another person in connection 
with the January 17 death of his 5 week old son, 
Jonathan Alan Austin Huddleston. The baby was 
born for him by a surrogate mother from Indiana. 
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Police searched Austin's home on January 20 and 
seized 28 video tapes (including "Guys Who Do," 
"Locker Room Fever," "Big and Hard,” Hung and 
Dangerous," "Glory Holes," "Barney in Concert," 
"Municipal Securities," and others that were 
unlabeled); magazines (including "Olympus," 
"Honcho," "Rogue Male," Playguy," and "Inches,"); 
books (including "The New Joy of Gay Sex," 
Raising Your Baby Right," "Guide to Your Child's 
Health," and "Name Your Baby"); two jars of 
sexual lubricant, an address book, a monthly 
planning calendar, insurance and other 
documents, photographs, business cards, a 
handwritten letter and an air travel receipt. 

From the beginning of the case, people have 
speculated as to why a twenty-six year old, single 
man would pay $30,000 to a surrogate to have his 
baby. Now they had the answer they were 
searching for, Austin was gay. But as the 
headlines told it, he was a perverted gay baby 
killer. Each of us reacted in much the same way. 
Shock, horror, anger. I hated what Austin did. He 
deserves to be severely punished. These are the 
types of cases that make me favor the death 
penalty. But, the newspapers seemed to be taking 
the rest of the gay and lesbian community down 
with Austin. Their tabloid style headlines left the 
Lehigh Valley with impression that all gays and 
lesbians are unfit to be parents. In the 90's, just 
when attitudes towards gays and lesbians are 
changing for the better, just when we have 
organized a Task Force, a chapter of the League 
of Gay and Lesbian Voters, a Pride Festival and 
continue to be major funders of the fight against 
AIDS. When we have done everything possible to 
present accurate, positive and respectable images 
of our community to the public, the newspapers 
seem to wipe out all that work with one day's 
headlines. Their articles defamed all gay and 
lesbian parents, casting a presumption that they 
are all unfit, simply because of their sexual 
orientation. 

Several letters to the editor appeared shortly 
after the articles, attacking the Call and Express 
for their inflammatory headlines and scathing 
stories. Catherine Spillman, David Butler, Cheryl 
Boyd, and William Dunning should be commended 
for speaking out. I don't know any of them. I have 
no idea whether they are gay or straight, but their 
opinions and letters of support are greatly 
appreciated by our community.

This month we visited

After 
living in places such as Washington, D.C., San 
Francisco, New Jersey and New York, she settled 
in the Lehigh Valley in 1976. Alex has lived at her 
current home for the past 4 years, and, together 
with her significant other, is currently trying to 


return it to being a working farm. Her love of 
animals becomes more than apparent when one 
observes her many cats, peafowl, and fancy 
poultry. She also owns two Tennessee Walking 
Horses which have won various ribbons in area 
shows. 

Alessandra received her Bachelor of arts degree 
at American University in Washington, D.C., and 
has participated in many graduate studies at 
various Universities, most of which were located in 
California. 

Although Alex enjoys portrait work the most, she 
also crafts a wide variety of items, some of which 
are pictured within this article. In painting 
portraits, she has done some from sittings with 
subjects, but does the majority from photographs 
taken from various poses.

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Lehigh Valley Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
President Dr. Manuel Gonzalez and Discrimination 
Committee Co-Chair Renae Bennett deserve 
praise for their letters to the editors that managed 
to address the jssue of homophobia and the 
inflammatory nature of the articles without 
appearing to defend Austin, his actions, or 
pornography. Ms. Bennett pondered, "why the 
very large, bold headline didn't read 'Barney video, 
child care books, and home video confiscated at 
Austin home'." Dr. Gonzalez's letter was 
particularly touching and effective by mentioning 
specific examples of the hard working, loving gay 
and lesbian parents that live in the Lehigh Valley. 
He wrote, "Gay and lesbian parents are just as 
successful as straight parents in raising happy, 
healthy, well-adjusted children. We in the gay 
community see this every day: a college professor 
raising three children; a building contractor 
bringing up his three kids; a sales professional 
adopting the daughter of a "straight" woman who 
neglected her child to pursue her drug addiction; 
and, a former minister whose two sons are now 
married." 

The gay and lesbian community cannot retreat 
into the closet simply because of what Austin did 
or how the newspapers covered this story. We 
must do just the opposite. We must come out and 
be visible. Gay and lesbian parents have to 
publicly show that they are just as loving, just as 
committed, just as patient, and just as "fit" as any 
set of straight parents. We must present a true 
and accurate image of gays and lesbians to 


counteract the lies and stereotypes that were 
perpetuated by the Austin articles. We must 
continue to send letters of protest to the papers 
and challenge them to print the true, everyday 
stories of gay men and lesbians raising children. 

Our community must show the press how it 
treated the Austin case differently, because of 
Austin's gayness, than other similar cases. Over a 
year ago, a young girl was killed in east Allentown 
while delivering her newspapers The killer was 
eventually arrested and charged with that and 
other similar murders, which involved rape. I don't 
ever remember any mention of that killer's sexual 
orientation or whether the police searched his 
house for heterosexual pornography. Another 
example is the Susan Smith case in South 
Carolina, where she drowned her two young sons. 
No newspaper insinuated that because Ms. Smith 
was divorced that all divorced mothers are unfit 
parents. 

Don't let the Austin case make you want to 
retreat into the closet. Let the press coverage 
serve as an impetus for you to take action. 

Educate your neighbors about gay and lesbian 
parents. Explain to your co-workers how tabloid 
journalism about "his homosexuality" clouds the 
real issue of child abuse in our society. The press 
coverage should incite the Lehigh Valley's Gay 
and Lesbian Community to continue its coming out 
process. There is work to be done and people to 
educate. Come out and help.

McHale Signs Non- 
Discrimination Pledge 


Lehigh Valley Congressperson Paul McHale has 
added his name to a statement affirming that 
sexual orientation is not a consideration in hiring, 
firing or promoting employees within his 
congressional office. The statement was 
circulated by the Human Rights Campaign Fund, 
the largest national gay and lesbian lobbying 
organization. McHale added his name after 
meeting with HRCF lobbyist Nancy Buermeyer. 

Steve Black, Vice Chair of the League of Gay 
and Lesbian Voters believes "McHale's action is a 
result of the significant number of letters 
generated through the FAN computer letters 
program, where volunteers from the LGLV and the 
Task Force staffed computers at Diamonz and 


Stonewall asking patrons to write letters to our 
representatives. McHale now knows that the gay 
and lesbian community in the Lehigh Valley exists 
and is politically aware." 

HRCF has asked Lehigh Valley residents to 
send a letter to McHale thanking him for signing 
the non discrimination statement. Letters should 
be addressed to The Honorable Paul McHale, 26 
East Third Street, Bethlehem, PA 18015.

Most of us have experienced anxiety and know 
it by its symptoms of racing heart, sweaty palms, 
and shaky, tense, or frightened feeling. Most 
people think that anxiety is anxiety and that 
everyone's anxiety is similar to one's own 
experience. The reality is that there are two 
different kinds. The first type, called situational 
anxiety, is experienced as a direct reaction to a 
specific event. The person experiencing the 
anxiety is able to readily identify the stressful 
event that triggered their symptoms. The second 
type of anxiety is considered a disease. The 
suddenness of the symptoms, the lack of an 
immediate or readily perceived stressful event, the 
eruption of symptoms without warning all 
distinguish this type from the normal anxiety which 
results from a real threat to one's safety 

This second type is called endogenous anxiety. 
Endogenous is derived from Greek and refers to 
being born with or produced from within. People 
experiencing endogenous anxiety appear to be 
born with a genetic predisposition to develop it. 
Usually other family members have suffered from 
anxiety also. 

Endogenous anxiety has a life force of its own. 
The person with this type feels the reaction is 
coming from within their body, not a response to 
external events. Thus the evidence indicates that 
the biology of the body has malfunctioned in some 
way. 

Exogenous anxiety (reaction to known external 
threat) can happen at any age. Endogenous 
anxiety is different. The majority of people with 

® this type start in the late teens and early 
twenties. It rarely starts before age 15 
or after age 35. This is another reason 
that it is considered to have a biologic 


basis. 

Symptoms to be aware of are: 

1. lightheadedness, dizzy spells 2. imbalance and 
jelly legs 3. difficulty breathing 4. palpitations 
5. chest pain or pressure 6. choking sensation 
7. tingling sensations or numbness 8. nausea 
9. headaches 10. feeling detached from parts of 
your body. These and other symptoms come 
under what is termed spells. Spells are just as the 
word implies, short periods of symptoms that 
occur without warning and for no apparent reason. 
People will feel as though a part of their body has 
briefly lost control of itself. 

Stage two of the anxiety disease process is 
panic. People feel as though all the symptoms of 
spells combine in an overpowering episode of 
being fully out of control. Panic attacks can lead 
to hypochondriasis in which a person obsesses 
about their health and how their body works. If 
panic attacks persist, a person can develop 
phobias, an anticipatory anxiety attack, avoiding 
something out of the fear that an anxiety attack will 
ensue. All of this can lead the person to 
depression, moodiness, and sleep disturbance. 

Although there are psychological underpinnings 
as well as environmental stressors to anxiety, 
science is searching intensively for a physical 
basis to endogenous anxiety. Evidence certainly 
suggests such a basis and research continues. 
Because of these three factors being 
interdependent in anxiety disease, treatment 
needs to address this interplay. Treatment is 
effective with medication, behavior therapy and 
psychotherapy. If you are someone who 
experiences endogenous anxiety, or know 
someone who does, please know that it's not 








necessary to continue living in fear. Professional 
help should be encouraged. There are many 
qualified people to turn to. 


Jacqueline Marish , M.A., was quick to respond to 
our request for the preceding article. Recently, a 
close personal experience with anxiety and panic 
attacks, and the subsequent lack of an area hospital to 
diagnose it, led us to believe the community could 


benefit by being made more aware of this condition. 
Jacqueline, who has a practice in Bethlehem , PA., 
was more than happy to offer her help in making the 
occurrences of anxiety attacks more understandable 
and hopefully less frightening to those who may 
experience them.

Three Lehigh Valley Area State 
Senators to Sponsor Hate Crimes 
Bills 

The Hate Crimes Bills will be introduced into the 
Pennsylvania State Senate by prime sponsor Sen. 
David Heckler (R - Bucks County) later this month. 
Senators Roy Afflerbach (D - Lehigh and 
Northampton Counties) and David Brightbill (R - 
Lebanon, Berks and Lehigh Counties) have signed 
onto the bills as co-sponsors. Other co-sponsor 
so far include Sen. William Stewart (D - Cambria 
County), Sen. Michael Dawida (D - Allegheny 
County) and Sen. Roxanne Jones (D - 
Philadelphia). The League of Gay and Lesbian 
Voters (LGLV) expects several other Senators to 
sign onto the bills before they are formally 
introduced later this month. 

Sen. Heckler has been a strong supporter of the 
Hate Crimes Bill in the past. He served as a co¬ 
sponsor while he was a member of the State 
House and also co-sponsored the bill last year. 
"Sen. Heckler approached LGLV about becoming 
the prime sponsor of the bill in this session," 
stated Chris Young, Chair of LGLV. "It is gratifying 
to have a long time Republican supporter as the 
prime sponsor of this bill. Sen. Heckler has been 
there behind the Hate Crimes bill since the 
beginning. It shows that there are Republicans 
who believe in the big tent." 

The Hate Crimes Bills, if passed, will increase 
penalties for crimes, such as assault and murder, 
which are motivated by the victim's sexual 
orientation and require the state police to collect 
and report statistics of such crimes. In 1994, the 
Hate Crimes Bill failed to be voted out of 
committee, despite intensive lobbying by the 
LGLV, when two Senators, Mike Fisher (R - 
Allegheny County) and James Shumaker (R - 
Harrisburg), convinced the Judiciary Committee 
Chair to pull the bill from the agenda. 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters (LGLV) 
generated nearly 5,000 postcards in 1994 to State 
Senators encouraging them to support the bill. 
Over 300 of those cards were sent to Sen. 
Afflerbach. Senator Afflerbach’s district includes: 
in Lehigh County: Allentown, West Bethlehem, 
Catasauqua, Coopersburg, Coplay, Fountain Hill, 
Slatington, Whitehall, Hanover, Salisbury, Upper 
Saucon, and in Northampton County: Bath, North 


Catasauqua, Northampton, Walnutport, 
and the Townships of Lehigh, Allen, East 
Allen, Hanover and Lower Nazareth. 

"The Gay and Lesbian Community in the Lehigh 
Valley did a tremendous job in signing postcards. 
Only 2 senators from Pittsburgh received more 
postcards," stated Steve Black, LGLV Vice Chair. 
Black also believes that "Afflerbach co-sponsoring 
the bill is a direct result of the incredible number of 
postcards sent to him by his constituents." 

Sen. Brighton's district includes the Lehigh 
County Townships of Heidelberg, Lynn, Lowhill, 
Weisenberg, Washington, North Whitehall, Upper 
Macungie and South Whitehall and several 
townships in Berks County and all of Lebanon 
County. "Brightbill was lobbied hard by LGLV last 
year, but never indicated whether he would be 
supportive. He was probably worried about his 
election." observed Steve Black, "His co¬ 
sponsorship, this year, came as a surprise to me." 

Sen. Uliana's Position Still Unknown 

Recently elected State Senator Joe Uliana still 
has not stated a position on the Hate Crimes Bills. 
"I am attempting to set up a meeting with Sen. 
Uliana. We must continue to send him cards and 
letters urging him to support the Hate Crimes Bills. 
We must remember that he was not in the Senate 
last year and he has no idea how many cards 
former Sen. Reibman received" stated Steve 
Black. Uliana's district includes: in Northampton 
County: Bethlehem, Easton, Bangor, 
Freemansburg, Glendon, Hellertown, Nazareth, 
Pen Argyl, Portland, Roseto, Stockertown, Tatamy, 
West Easton, Wilson, Wind Gap, and the 
Townships of Lower 
Saucon, Williams, 

Bethlehem , Palmer, 

Forks, Upper Nazareth, 

Moore, Bushkill, 

Plainfield, Washington, 

Lower Mt. Bethel, Upper 
Mt. Bethel and in 
Monroe County: Polk, 

Eldred, Ross, Hamilton 
and Smithfield 
Townships and 
Stroudsburg, East

10 Reasons Why Pennsylvania 
Needs to Pass the Hate Crimes Bill 

submitted by the League of Gay and Lesbian Voters 

1. Anti - lesbian and gay violence is on the rise 
throughout the Commonwealth, and it is becoming 
more violent. 

2. A report for the US Department of Justice 
noted that "Homosexuals are probably the most 
frequent victims" of hate violence. 

3. In recent reports, Pennsylvania Attorney 
General Ernie Preate notes that hate crimes 
against lesbian and gay people are a problem in 
the Commonwealth. 

4. Hate Crimes are more serious than those that 
don't involve prejudice because they are intended 
to intimidate an entire group, and the fear they 
generate victimizes an entire class of people. 

5. Juries and Judges often give more lenient 
sentences for gay-bashing than in normal assault 
and murder cases. 

6. The Commonwealth needs to send a message 
to potential offenders that hate crimes will be 
punished by more than just a slap on the wrist and 
that no group of people "deserves” to be assaulted 
or murdered. 

7. Pennsylvania recognized the need for hate 
crime legislation when it passed the Ethnic 
Intimidation Act, covering race, color, religion, and 
national origin. The Hate Crimes Bill adds sexual 
orientation to this list. 

8. The US Government, in the Hate Crimes 
Statistics Act passed by the US Congress and 
signed by President Bush, recognizes that hate 
crimes committed against lesbians and gay men 
are a legitimate problem. 

9. The US Congress overwhelmingly passed 
a bill similar to Pennsylvania's Ethnic 
Intimidation Act, but in it included sexual 
orientation. However, the vast majority of 
violent crimes are state, rather than federal 
violations, and thus not cover by the new law. 

10. Failing to pass the Hate Crimes Bill 
conveys a sense that the Commonwealth 
either condones anti - gay and lesbian 
violence, or doesn't believe it exists.

earnings, and consequently their hourly pay is 
lower than the established minimum wage. 
Bartenders usually make the minimum wage or 
slightly more but also tend to have more to deal 
with than other service workers. The stress 
involved with turning down drinks to intoxicated 
individuals alone would hardly be worth five dollars 
an hour. Add to this having to deal with persons 
who can often be rude, pushy or even violent and 
the picture becomes even more unappealing. 
Regardless of how careful a bartender is, he or 
she always has to worry about the possibility of 
being fined, or even sued, for serving an under 
age individual or a person that "one too many 
Tips is said to stand for "To Insure Prompt 
Service". You can hardly fault a bartender who 
waits on tipping individuals before those who 
never leave a gratuity. They are simply trying to 
make the maximum amount of money possible 
while carrying out their duties. Bartenders also 
need to be very aware of what is going on 
regardless of how busy the atmosphere. Your 
friend can be assured that if he frequents 


particular bars, his ungraciousness is well known. 
As to what you can do to alleviate your own stress, 
I can only suggest that you sit down with your 
friend and mention some of the things I have 
relayed to you. If this doesn't work, you might 
suggest that you each purchase your drinks 
individually. This could help alleviate your 
embarrassment while still affording you your 
friendship. Good Luck!
